Medical  Officers  in  connection  with  Schools,  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  and  Tuberculosis,  Veterinary  Officers,  Food  and  Drugs 
Inspectors,  Health  Visitors,  etc.,  carry  out  various  Public  Health 
Activities  in  the  district.  These  officers  are  appointed  and 
controlled  by  the  County  Council. 

(1)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  County  Council  have  a  scheme  for  the  examination  of 
certain  specimens  at  the  request  of  medical  practitioners  in  the 
area.  Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  available  to  assist  in  such 
matters  with  advice  as  to  methods  of  collection,  dispatch,  etc. 
These  examinations  are  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
King’s  College,  Newcastle-upon-Tyne. 

Milk  Samples  are  submitted  to  the  Agricultural  Laboratory, 
King’s  College,  Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  by  arrangement  with  the 
Rural  District  Council,  and  advisory  notes  are  sent  to  the  producers 
in  connection  with  Clean  Milk  Production. 
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Water  Samples  are  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for 
Bacteriological  examination  and  to  the  County  Public  Analyst, 
Darlington,  in  other  cases. 

(2)  Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  District  is  well  served  by  ambulances. 

(a)  Infectious  Cases  are  dealt  with  by  the  ambulances  of  the 

Lanchester  Joint  Hospital  Board. 

(b)  Non-Infections  and  Accident  Cases  are  dealt  with  by  the 

Works  Ambulances  and  those  attached  to  most  Collieries 
in  the  area,  or  by  the  various  Nursing  Associations. 

(c)  Cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  for  removal  to  Hospitals 

outside  the  District  are  dealt  with  by  the  Lanchester 
Joint  Hospital  Board’s  Ambulances,  and  cases  of  Tuber¬ 
culosis  by  that  of  the  County  Council.

Social  Conditions,  etc. 

Lanchester  Rural  District  in  its  present  form  came  into  being 
on  April  1st,  1937,  as  a  result  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929. 


It  contains  the  Parishes  of  Cornsay,  Esh,  Greencroft,  Healey- 
field,  Hedleyhope,  Lanchester,  Langley,  Muggleswick  and  Satiey. 


The  chief  industries  are  coal-mining,  coke-making,  brick  and 
tile  manufacture,  quarrying  and  a  large  business  in  dairy-farming. 

There  does  not  appear  to  be  any  detrimental  effect  on  the 
health  of  the  population  by  reason  of  these  industries  and  there 
is  no  statistical  evidence  to  shew  that  unemployment  has  affected 
health  conditions. 


There  has  been  some  improvement  as  regards  the  number  of 
men  in  employment,  but  the  figure  varies  according  to  conditions 
in  the  coal  industry.  There  are  many  voluntary  and  social  activities 
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in  the  area  and  every  effort  is  made  to  secure  their  co-operation 
where  the  opportunity  offers  itself. 

The  assistance  of  various  Officers  of  the  County  Council, 
Ministry  of  Labour  and  Unemployment  Assistance  Board  is  again 
gratefully  acknowledged . 

The  various  Nursing  Associations  in  the  District  maintain  their 
previous  high  standard  of  work,  rendering  valuable  assistance  in 
time  of  need.  They  are  worthy  of  the  fullest  support. 

There  were  no  special  causes  of  sickness  during  1938.

{a)  Population. — The  Registrar-General  gives  the  figure  at 
mid-year  1938,  as  15,480,  compared  with  15,640  in  1937.  The 
figures  at  the  1931  census  for  the  present  area  was  16,413. 


(b)  Live  Births — Birth-rate. — There  were  238  live  births 
during  the  year,  compared  with  316  last  year.  The  birth-rate  is 
therefore  15.4  per  1,000  population  compared  with  16.0  last  year.

(e)  Illegitimate  Births  and  Deaths. — There  were  5  illegiti¬ 
mate  births  and  one  death  among  these.  This  gives  a  rate  of  200 
deaths  per  1,000  births,  compared  with  67  for  legitimate  infants. 

(/)  Deaths — Crude  Death-Rate. — The  number  of  deaths  during 
1938  was  158,  compared  with  241  in  1937.  There  were  95  males 
and  63  females.  The  crude  death-rate  was  10.2  per  1,000  popu¬ 
lation.  Applying  the  comparability  factor  (1.11)  this  becomes  11.3. 
The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  11.6  and  for  the  Administrative 
County  was  11.4.

(h)  Cancer  Mortality. — 18  cancer  deaths  occurred  during 
the  year  compared  with  24  last  year.  There  were  8  males  and 
10  females.  This  disease  accounted  for  11.3  per  cent,  of  the  total 
deaths  compared  with  9.9  per  cent,  in  1937. 

Cancer  causes  over  66,000  deaths  per  year  in  this  Country  and 
is  second  on  the  list  of  fatal  diseases,  and  it  cannot  be  too  strongly 
emphasised  that  many  cases  are  curable  in  the  early  stages  and, 
“  Go  and  see  your  Doctor  without  delay  ”  is  the  best  advice  that 
can  be  given.  Far  too  many  cases,  either  through  fear  or  ignorance, 
delay  this  step  until  the  disease  has  made  such  progress  as  to 
jeopardise  seriously  the  chances  of  a  successful  cure. 
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The  mortality  in  Lanchester  R.D.  was  1.16  per  1,000  popu¬ 
lation  compared  with  1.21  last  year.  The  following  table  gives 
the  percentage  of  Cancer  Deaths  of  the  total  deaths  in  your  area 
since  1906.

The  Zymotic  death-rate  was  0.39  per  1,000  population  com¬ 
pared  with  0.76  last  year  and  0.36  for  the  County.  Whilst  the 
reduction  in  this  rate  is  a  very  satisfactory  feature,  it  will  be  noted 
that  two -thirds  of  these  deaths  were  caused  by  Diphtheria,  and 
now  that  immunisation  is  available  against  this  disease,  they  must 
be  regarded  as  preventable  deaths.  Parents  and  others  responsible 
for  the  lives  of  children  are  urged  to  make  use  of  the  facitities  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  Council. 

INFANT  MORTALITY. 

There  were  16  deaths  in  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  com¬ 
pared  with  17  last  year.  The  infant  mortality  rate  was  67.0  per 
1,000  births  compared  with  the  record  low  rate  last  year  of  53.0 
The  rate  for  the  Administrative  County  was  60.0  and  for  England 
and  Wale's  was  53. 

The  following  table  gives  details  of  infant  mortality  in  the 
District  since  1921,  but  owing  to  changes  in  the  population,  the 
actual  numbers  of  births  and  deaths  are  not  comparable,  but  the 
rates  are  comparable

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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

General. 

There  were  127  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  in  your 
District  compared  with  232  last  year.  This  welcome  fall  is  mainly 
due  to  the  great  decrease  in  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  cases. 
School  intimations  of  infectious  diseases  have  now  ceased  in  this 
area,  as  the  School  Medical  Services  are  dealt  with  by  the  County 
Council  and  so  far  as  practical  method  of  control  are  concerned, 
such  intimations  were  of  little  value.  Local  inquiries  sometimes 
lead  to  suspected  school  infection,  in  which  case  close  co-operation 
is  maintained  with  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Education 
Authority. 

No  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  admission  of  cases 
such  as  Measles  or  Whooping  Cough  to  hospital,  although  provision 
for  these  cases  where  the  necessity  arises  is  being  made  in  the 
new  isolation  hospital  at  present  under  construction.  Cases  could 
be  sent  to  hospitals  outside  the  Joint  Hospital  Board’s  Area,  by 
arrangement  with  that  Authority,  if  the  need  arose. 

No  connection  between  Puerperal  Pyrexia  and  other  Strep¬ 
tococcal  infections  was  observed  during  1938.

Scarlet  Fever. 

The  reduction  in  the  number  of  cases  referred  to  last  year 
was  further  maintained,  only  33  cases  occurring  compared  with  64, 
all  except  3  of  these  cases  were  treated  in  hospital,  and  there  were 
no  untoward  effects,  and  no  deaths  among  any  of  the  cases. 

The  “  mild  type  ”  of  disease  was  the  general  rule,  and  an 
almost  entire  absence  of  “  return  cases  "  is  a  most  satisfactory 
feature. 

Diphtheria. 

A  welcome  fall  in  the  incidence  of  this  disease  can  also  be 
recorded.  There  were  60  cases  compared  with  111  last  year. 

There  were  four  deaths,  only  one-third  of  the  number  in  1937, 
equal  to  a  case  mortality  of  6.6  per  cent,  compared  with  10.9  per 
cent. 


It  is  too  early  to  predict  the  effect  of  immunisation,  but  now 
that  this  has  been  made  available  throughout  the  area,  parents 
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and  others  responsible  for  the  care  of  children  should  see  that 
they  are  given  the  protection  available. 

Diphtheria  Anti-Toxin. 

Stocks  of  this  are  maintained  at  the  Council  Offices,  and  at 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health’s  residence,  and  it  is  supplied  to 
Medical  Practitioners  in  the  area  on  request.  Scarlet  Fever  Anti¬ 
toxin  is  also  available  if  required. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

A  scheme  for  the  immunisation  of  children  in  the  area  against 
Diphtheria  was  put  into  operation  early  in  the  year.  Clinics  were 
arranged  in  various  parts  of  the  District  and  the  co-operation  of 
Head-teachers  in  the  Schools  throughout  the  District  was  sought 
and  willingly  given  to  make  the  scheme  known. 

The  prophylactic  used  is  Alum  Precipitated  Toxoid  in  two 
injections,  usually  at  21  days’  interval.  The  first  dose  being  0.1 -0.2 
c.c.  and  the  second  0.5  c.c.  No  preliminary  Schick  Test  has  been 
done.  Rigid  precautions  are  taken  with  regard  to  sterilisation  of 
needles,  syringes,  etc.,  used  in  the  process,  with  the  object  of 
eliminating  any  possible  risk  of  sepsis,  and  the  frequent  query  of 
parents  “  are  the  needles  clean  ?  ”  is  thus  answered.  Every  child 
has  a  separate  sterile  needle,  and  every  possible  care  is  taken  to 
gain  the  confidence  of  the  child  and  to  make  the  injection  as  rapidly 
and  as  painlessly  as  possible.  The  fact  that  several  thousand 
injections  have  been  given  during  the  last  twelve  months  without 
any  ill-effects,  other  than  a  transient  stiffness  or  swelling  of  the 
arm,  should  be  sufficient  evidence  to  allay  any  apprehension  that 
exists  in  the  minds  of  parents  on  these  points. 

A  further  difficulty  arises  in  that  a  large  number  of  parents' 
confuse  immunisation  with  vaccination.  These  are  two  separate 
processes,  immunisation  being  to  protect  children  against  diphtheria 
only,  and  vaccination  to  protect  children  against  smallpox  only. 
Immunisation  leaves  no  scab  or  scar  at  the  site  of  injection. 


In  the  comparatively  few  instances  where  any  marked  degree 
of  reaction  has  occurred  the  second  dose  is  modified,  and  a  third 
given  at  a  later  date.  On  the  whole,  reactions  have  been  very 
few,  swelling  or  stiffness  of  the  arm  and  inflammation  being  the 
chief  ones,  and  in  all  cases  these  troubles  have  soon  subsided  either 
without  treatment  or  with  the  application  of  simple  cooling  lotions. 
The  question  of  post  Schick  testing  a  number  of  children  has  been 
considered,  and  after  the  first  rush  of  applicants  for  immunisation 
has  been  dealt  with,  it  is  hoped  to  test  some  of  those  treated  for 
immunity,  but  as  in  many  cases  it  is  difficult  to  persuade  children 
to  return  for  the  second  injection,  it  will  be  more  difficult  to  persuade 
them  to  return  for  further  tests. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  figures  given  elsewhere  that  no  clinical 
cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred  among  immunised  children  during 
the  year,  one  case  immunised  removed  to  hospital  for  treatment  as 
a  “  carrier,”  was  not  a  clinical  case  of  Diphtheria,  and  another 
child  contracted  Diphtheria  before  the  time  needed  to  acquire 
immunity  after  injection  had  elapsed.  This  type  of  incident  causes 
some  confusion  in  the  minds  of  those  who  do  not  understand  the 
difficulties,  but  it  can  be  stated  quite  definitely  that  our  experience 
here,  and  that  elsewhere,  is  sufficient  to  warrant  the  prediction 
that  this  preventive  measure  if  made  full  use  of,  will  reduce  the 
heavy  incidence  of  the  disease,  and  remove  the  tragedy  of  needless 
Diphtheria  deaths  from  our  child  population. 

The  Council  have  done  their  part  in  providing  these  facilities, 
it  is  now  the  duty  of  parents  and  others  responsible  for  children 
in  the  area  to  see  that  they  are  given  the  benefit  of  this  protection. 

It  is  generally  assumed  that  about  60  per  cent,  of  the  child 
population  should  be  immunised  before  the  full  benefits  of  this 
measure  are  obtained,  and  whilst  20.7  per  cent,  is  a  fairly  good 
beginning  much  more  must  be  done  especially  in  the  children  under 
5  years  of  age.

Prevention  of  Blindness. 

No  action  was  taken  under  Section  66  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1925,  or  under  Section  176  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 
during  the  year. 
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Tuberculosis. 

No  action  was  taken  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention  of 
Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  Section  62  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1925,  or  Section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

Tuberculosis — Notifications,  Deaths,  etc. 

There  were  19  new  cases  notified  during  the  year,  the  same 
number  as  last  year.  Pulmonary  cases  accounted  for  11  and 
Non-Pulmonary  cases  for  8  of  these  new  notifications.  The 
number  of  deaths  in  notified  cases  was  2,  or  50%  of  the  total  deaths 
from  this  disease.  Notification  is  good  on  the  whole  in  this  area- 
Close  touch  is  maintained  by  your  Health  Department  with  the 
County  Tuberculosis  Medical  Officer,  Health  Visitors  and  the  After- 
Care  Committee,  and  every  effort  is  made  to  re-house  cases  living 
under  unsuitable  conditions  so  far  as  the  resources  of  the  Council 
permit.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 

OF  THE 

AREA. 

1.  (i)  Watkr  Supplies. 

No  difficulties  regarding  supply  were  experienced  during  the 
year  and  there  were  no  major  extension  of  the  Durham  County 
Water  Board  Mains. 

At  Satley  the  Vicarage  Lodge  had  a  Durham  County  Water 
Board  mains  supply  installed  to  the  exclusion  of  a  spring  supply 
which  was  carried  from  the  Boiling  Well.  North  Farm  has  dis¬ 
continued  the  Durham  County  Water  Board  supply,  and  they  have 
taken  a  piped  supply  from  the  Boiling  Well  by  extension  of  the 
private  pipe  line  owned  by  the  owner  of  Satley  Farm. 

The  position  in  the  village  now  is  that  23  houses  have  the 
Durham  County  Water  Board  mains  supply,  4  houses  have  private 
piped  supplies  from  two  spring  sources,  while  2  carry  their  supply 
from  Well  Lane  and  the  Boiling  Well  respectively. 

Waskerley  Village. — There  is  a  private  reservoir  to  supply  this 
village  and  following  a  series  of  complaints  of  insufficiency  to  the 
houses  due  to  frequent  bursts,  etc.,  investigation  proved  that  the 
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mains  and  house  connections  were  furred  up  and  wasted.  New 
mains  and  house  connections  were  therefore  installed  to  the  exclusion 
of  the  worn-out  materials. 

Samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examinations  of  20 
water  supplies  in  the  area  and  summarised  as  follows  : —

Improvement  or  substitution  in  unsatisfactory  supplies  have 
been  accomplished  during  the  year  in  the  following  cases  : — 

Summerhull  House,  Laneh  ester . — The  unfit  spring  supply  here 
has  been  replaced  by  a  Durham  County  Water  Board  supply. 

Mill  Hill  Lane  House,  Rowley. — This  was  a  new  supply  tapped 
and  conserved  for  this  house  which  was  built  during  the  year,  the 
house  being  built  near  the  site  of  the  original  water  supply  to  the 
Roman  camp.  The  yield  is  both  ample  and  pure. 

Broadmeadows  Manor,  Buts  field. -—The  original  spring  supply 
was  piped  from  a  spring  at  the  foot  of  high  land  which  was  used  for 
agricultural  purposes  and  the  sample  result  revealed  the  water  as 
unfit.  This  supply  was  abandoned  and  a  new  piped  supply  has 
been  obtained  from  Rippon  Burn  House  supply  which  incidentally  is 

the  same  stratum  source  as  that  provided  for  Mill  Hill  Lane  House. 

/ 

Ivy  House,  West  Butsfield. — Slight  pollution  of  this  supply  was 
attributed  to  drainage  discharge  of  4  farms  which  discharged  into 
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land  above  the  supply.  A  combined  scheme  to  collect  and  treat 
the  drainage  of  all  these  premises  has  been  agreed  with  the  various 
owners. 

Low  Mill  Farm,  Lanchester. — This  grossly  contaminated  supply 
has  been  rejected  and  by  arrangement  a  piped  supply  has  been 
obtained  from  the  adjoining  Stobilee  Farm  spring. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  negotiations  were  in  progress  to  over¬ 
come  difficulties  of  alternative  supplies  and  joint  expenditure 
where  supplies  served  the  properties  of  more  than  one  owner. 

(ii)  Sewerage  and  Drainage  Disposal. 

Peartree  Village. — These  works  and  the  new  outfall  sewer  were 
completed  and  put  into  commission  at  the  early  part  of  the  year. 

Hollinside  Terrace. — This  small  works  was  completed  and  in 
operation  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year. 

W.C.  Conversions . — 28  Conversions  from  conservancy  system 
were  affected  during  the  year  and  such  cases  were  mostly  confined 
to  isolated  properties  where  a  system  of  drainage  disposal  had  been 
installed  or  a  more  suitably  placed  building  had  been  provided 
for  the  sanitary  accommodation  of  the  house  concerned.  8  Ash- 
Closets,  2  Privies,  and  18  Privy-ashpits  were  converted  into  W.C’s. 

House  Drainage. — -Various  private  schemes  have  been  com¬ 
pleted  and  principally  relate  to  the  provision  of  septic  tanks  and 
filters  for  isolated  houses,  the  drainage  from  which  has  in  the  past 
just  discharged  over  land  adjacent  to  the  premises  with  the  usual 
associated  unsavoury  conditions. 

Nos.  1-4,  Strainger  Terrace ,  Langley  Park. — Recent  building 
development  enabled  the  sewer  to  be  made  available  for  these 
four  isolated  houses.  The  discharge  on  to  land  was  abandoned 
and  a  new  drain  laid  to  connect  to  the  sewer,  and  this  improvement 
enabled  the  ash-closets  to  be  converted  into  W.C’s. 
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Woodbine  Cottage ,  Peartree. — The  position  of  the  new  sewer 
and  sewage  works  provided  a  suitable  level  to  drain  this  property 
to  the  exclusion  of  land  and  stream  disposal.  Drainage  to  the 
sewer  and  a  W.C.  conversion  completed  this  scheme. 

Allansford  House  and  Camping  Ground. — The  house  drainage 
previously  discharged  into  the  River  Derwent  untreated,  but  a 
proper  drainage  S3;rstem  with  septic  tank  and  filter  have  now  been 
provided  to  deal  with  the  drainage  of  the  property  and  also  to 
accept  all  domestic  and  Sanitary  accommodation  drainage  from 
the  camping  site. 

Moor  Edge  Farm ,  Burnhope. — The  original  system,  a  conglom¬ 
eration  of  field  drains,  just  discharged  into  an  open  ditch.  This 
has  been  replaced  by  a  complete  new  scheme  for  the  domestic  and 
farm  premises  all  draining  to  a  new  tank  and  filter. 

New  House  Farm,  Esh  Winning. — A  new  surface  and  sub-soil 
drainage  system  has  been  provided  to  this  house  to  divert  such 
water  from  the  sewage  tank  and  also  to  eradicate  dampness  in  the 
house  site. 

Eddis  Bridge ,  Muggleswick. — The  whole  of  the  domestic  and 
farm  drainage  which  previously  discharged  into  the  river  Derwent 
has  now  been  relaid  and  collected  to  a  tank  and  filter  for  treatment 
before  the  effluent  reaches  the  watercourse. 

Clifford  and  Moor  Houses. — These  5  houses  previously  discharged 
on  to  land  adjacent  to  the  property,  but  a  new  drainage  system 
has  been  installed  and  the  whole  of  the  drainage  collected  to  a  tank 
and  filter.  Opportunity  was  taken  to  effect  this  improvement 
when  alteration  and  modernisation  of  the  property  was  being 
effected  by  the  owners. 

RagpaPiside  Farm ,  Lanehester. — The  drainage  from  the  house 
and  premises  here  was  a  series  of  short  drains  discharging  to  several 
ditches  near  the  premises.  A  new  drainage  scheme  has  replaced 


all  the  obsolete  system,  collected  it  to  a  common  outlet  to  a  tank 
and  filter,  well  removed  from  the  premises.  This  enabled  the  privy 
accommodation  to  be  replaced  by  a  W.C. 

HurbucJc  Farm  and  Cottages. — To  replace  the  series  of  small 
lengths  of  drains  and  the  various  points  of  discharge,  the  whole 
drainage  for  house  and  buildings  has  been  renewed  and  collected 
to  a  common  drainage  system  to  discharge  at  one  point  on  land 
owned  by  the  farm.  A  tank  and  filter  is  to  be  installed  to  deal 
with  the  discharge. 

Broadmeadows,  Butsjield. — A  septic  tank  and  filter  has  been 
installed  to  deal  with  the  drainage  of  these  two  houses  and  the 
farm  buildings. 

(2)  Rivers  and  Streams. 

Pollution  through  by-product  or  sewage  works  effluents  is 
dealt  with  by  the  County  Inspector.  He  adversely  reported  upon 
the  Langley  Park  and  Malton  works  in  his  quarterly  reports,  but 
sewage  effluent  was  only  referred  to  in  his  March  report  with  relation 
to  Peartree  and  Holmside  works.  At  this  time  reconstruction  and 
repair  work  was  being  effected  to  the  Holmside  tanks  and  Peartree 
new  works  were  not  vet  into  full  commission. 

Refuse  in  the  Smallhope  Burn  as  reported  by  the  County 
Inspector  was  due  to  flood  water  breaking  the  bank  and  wrecking 
a  portion  of  the  disused  refuse  tip.  Pollution  of  this  stream  was 
also  found  at  the  Cattle  mart,  Lanchester,  due  to  various  pens  not 
being  provided  with  proper  drainage  to  the  sewer.  A  scheme  to 
eradicate  this  complaint  has  been  proposed  and  will  be  commenced 
this  year. 

Apart  from  these  cases  most  of  the  improvement  drainage 
schemes  detailed  under  “  House  Drainage  ”  have  been  responsible 
for  the  elimination  of  some  previous  pollution  of  certain  water¬ 
courses  in  the  area.

The  work  was  carried  out  by  contract  except  in  the  case  of 
50  isolated  houses  in  the  Parish  of  Muggleswick.  The  area  was 
divided  into  17  districts,  reduced  from  20  last  year  by  revision  of 
areas  to  possibly  reduce  the  cost  per  house.  This  proved  satis¬ 
factory  as  the  average  cost  last  year  was  9/7-J-  per  house. 


The  Contracts  were  undertaken  by  13  Contractors.  There 
was  one  serious  complaint  of  neglect  by  the  Contractor  for  Lan- 
chester  No.  3  district  who  was  fined  according  to  the  provisions  in 
his  contract.  Apart  from  this  the  work  was  generally  well  carried 
out. 


The  total  number  or  houses  and  buildings  included  in  the 
work  was  4113  and  the  work  was  carried  out  at  an  average  cost  of 
9/4 \  per  house  per  annum. 

(iii)  Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 

The  major  portion  of  time  spent  on  this  work  was  devoted  to 
the  inspection  of  property  previously  earmarked  for  clearance  or 
closure  when  the  time  was  opportune  in  that  building  was  proposed 
near  the  area  in  which  the  particular  unfit  property  was  situated. 
Routine  matters  which  arose  and  were  dealt  with  are  summarised 
in  the  appropriate  table. 

This  routine  work  was  somewhat  seriously  interfered  with 
during  the  last  four  months  of  the  year  due  to  the  international 
situation  which  produced  the  need  for  certain  preparatory  work  for 
civil  defence  purposes.

SUMMARY  OF  VISITS,  1938. 
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(v)  Camping  Sites — P.H.A.  1936,  Sec.  269. 

Regular  camping  under  canvas  and  in  trailer  caravan  has  always 
been  a  feature  of  one  of  the  local  beauty  spots  at  Allansford  on 
land  owned  by  the  owner  of  Allansford  House,  which  house  is  also 
patronised  as  a  guest  house.  With  the  powers  granted  under  the 
above  Act  the  rear  field  attached  to  this  house  is  now  licensed  for 
camping  and  the  conditions  of  the  licence  are  as  follows  : — 

“  Conditions  under  which  a  licence  is  granted  authorizing  land 

to  he  used  as  site  for  moveable  dwellings  and  for  the  erection 

of  moveable  dwellings  under  the  Public  Health  Act ,  1936. 

1.  The  Licence  shall,  in  the  first  instance,  remain  in 
operation  to  the  31st  December,  next,  following  the  date 
of  the  application  and  may  be  renewed  thereafter  upon  appli¬ 
cation  to  the  Council. 

2.  There  shall  be  a  space  of  at  least  9  feet  between  any 
two  adjacent  moveable  dwellings. 

3.  There  shall  be  provided  an  adequate  supply  of  pure 
and  wholesome  water  within  a  distance  of  100  feet  of  the  site 
and  where  arrangements  are  made  for  the  storage  of  water, 
the  receptacles,  which  must  be  to  the  approval  of  the  Council, 
shall  be  maintained  in  good  order.  Any  supply  pipes  shall  be 
so  arranged  as  to  deliver  the  water  at  least  18"  above  the  ad¬ 
jacent  ground  level. 

4.  Each  field  shall  be  provided  with  chemical  closets  or 
other  arrangements  sufficient  for  the  number  and  sexes  of 
campers,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Council.  The  closets  shall 
be  maintained  in  good  repair  and  order  and  in  a  clean  and 
wholesome  condition. 

5.  Each  field  shall  be  provided  with  means  for  the  disposal 
of  waste  water  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Council. 
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6.  An  adequate  number  of  metal  bins  with  lids  shall  be 
provided  for  dry  refuse,  and  these  bins  shall  be  securely  covered 
and  in  good  condition,  and  all  reasonable  measures  taken  to 
prevent  flies.  The  refuse  must  be  disposed  of  to  the  satis¬ 
faction  of  the  Council,  and  either  removed  by  arrangement 
with  the  Council  or  burned  in  an  incinerator,  but  it  must  be 
disposed  of  at  least  twice  a  week. 

7.  No  tins,  litter  or  refuse  shall  be  deposited  openly  in 
the  camping  site. 

8.  If  any  wells  or  streams  exist  on  or  near  to  the  camping 
site  measures  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Council  shall  be  taken 
to  safeguard  them  against  contamination. 

9.  Notice  shall  be  given  immediately  to  the  M.O.H.  at 
the  Council  Offices,  Lanchester,  of  any  case  or  suspected  case 
of  infectious  disease,  and  the  owner  of  the  site  and  the  occupier 
of  the  moveable  dwelling  shall  comply  with  all  instructions  of 
the  M.O.H.  necessary  to  secure  the  isolation  and  treatment  of 
the  patient  and  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection. 

10.  Sufficient  chemical  apparatus  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Council  for  extinguishing  fires  shall  be  provided  and 
maintained  in  good  order  in  each  camping  site  ;  these  shall 
be  in  addition  to  any  sand,  earth  or  water  which  may  be 
provided  for  the  purpose  of  extinguishing  fire. 

11.  Means  of  ingress  and  egress  shall  be  constructed  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Council. 

To  provide  the  sanitary  facilities  for  the  camp  a  complete 
new  drainage  scheme  has  been  laid,  including  that  of  the  property, 
to  a  settlement  tank  and  filters.  Sanitary  and  urinal  accommoda¬ 
tion  was  provided  on  the  site  while  the  protection  and  conservancy 
of  the  water  supply  was  dealt  with. 


The  number  of  week-end  and  holiday  campers  using  the  site 
vary  but  in  the  mid-August  period  as  many  as  200  people  have 
used  this  site. 

(vi)  Smoke  Abatement. 

No  complaints  of  this  nature  were  reported  during  the  year. 

(vii)  Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  are  no  public  or  private  baths  or  pools  in  the  area. 

(viii)  Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

The  occurrence  of  infestation  in  households  has  been  unearthed 
with  some  regularity  in  clearance  property  and  also  in  some  streets 
of  the  colliery  villages.  It  appears  that  many  of  these  cases  are  of 
old  origin,  being  a  “  legacy  ’’  passed  on  to  successive  tenants  and 
persisting  for  some  time  before  being  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
department  through  an  ill- conceived  fear  of  public  opinion.  Further 
the  infestation  in  the  old  type  of  stone-built  houses  is  generally 
deep-seated  and  elimination  by  the  ordinary  tenant  with  the 
facilities  at  their  disposal  does  little  towards  eradication.  Often 
it  is  found  that  a  tenant  has  been  aware  of  infestation  for  some  time 
and  indifference  to  the  situation  is  their  general  attitude. 

Most  cases  are  found  when  houses  are  examined  for  tenancy 
changes  and  the  scheme  now  adopted  provides  for  disinfestation 
before  removal  to  a  Council  house  while  the  owner  of  a  private 
house  is  made  aware  of  the  condition  in  his  property  and  he  co¬ 
operates  in  having  disinfestation  done  when  the  premises  are 
vacated. 


(1)  During  the  year  34  cases  were  discovered,  6  in  Council 
property  and  28  in  private  houses.  Disinfestation  was  carried  out 
in  all  Council  houses  by  the  department,  of  the  28  cases  in  private 
property  20  were  clearance  houses,  the  remaining  8  being  prospective 
Council  tenancies  for  decrowding  purposes.  The  private  property 
was  dealt  with  by  the  owner  paying  for  material  supplied  by  us. 
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(2)  In  September  we  adopted  the  scheme  of  engaging  a  con¬ 
tractor  to  remove  the  furnishings  of  all  cases  among  prospective 
Council  tenants,  fumigate  all  furnishings  in  the  van  and  deliver  to 
the  new  address  the  treated  goods.  In  the  van  Cimex  ”  is 
used,  but  prior  to  removal  in  bad  cases,  all  likely  interstices  of 
furniture  are  opened  up  and  sprayed  with  vermicine  cc  Solution  I)" 
or  Zaldecide. ”  The  cost  of  this  work  is  £2  Is.  9d.  per  house  of 
which  7s.  6d.  is  recovered  from  the  tenant  leaving  a  nett  charge 
to  the  Council  of  £1  14s.  3d.  If  the  occasion  provides  that  two 
families  are  being  removed  together  the  cost  is  reduced  by  a  further 
fee  of  7/6  to  £1  6s.  9d.  nett  for  the  two  houses.  The  Contractor’s 
fee  is  £1  17s.  6d.  while  the  remainder  of  the  cost  covers  the  cost  of 
vermicine,  fumigant,  etc. 

While  considerable  opposition  has  been  encountered  from 
tenants  when  we  have  decreed  that  disinfestation  was  necessarv, 
generally  the  improvement  effected  has  been  maintained,  although 
a  percentage  of  careless,  indifferent  tenants  are  always  present. 

4.  Schools. 

There  are  no  alterations  from  last  year  in  the  number  of 
schools  or  of  the  sanitary  circumstances  appertaining  thereto. 

Following  two  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease,  a  room  of  the 
Lanchester  C.E.  school  was  disinfected,  while  the  diphtheria  out¬ 
break  in  Burnhope  Infant  and  Senior  schools  (25  cases)  in  July 
necessitated  their  complete  disinfection  by  spraying  and  fumi¬ 
gation.  In  addition  the  local  Welfare  Hall  was  similarly  treated. 
No  schools  were  closed  during  the  year  for  outbreaks  of  infectious 
diseases.

remaining  50  cases  having  been  abated  by  reduction  in  the  number 
of  occupants  in  the  house.  As  will  be  seen  there  remains  111  cases 
unabated  at  the  end  of  the  year  of  which  24  cases  occur  in  unfit 
property. 

In  carrying  out  area  re- checks  it  is  noticeable  the  substantial 
reduction  found  in  the  numbers  of  very  large  families  as  compared 
with  some  years  ago,  and  the  wisdom  of  the  Council  in  restricting 
their  building  of  the  number  of  largest  type  houses  to  a  minimum 
indicates  the  sounder  policy,  since  any  surplus  of  such  houses  will 
prove  a  liability  rather  than  an  asset  owing  to  the  difficulty  in 
obtaining  tenants  for  them  at  the  associated  high  rents.  Generally 
the  housing  need  shows  the  A3  type  of  house  to  be  of  greatest 
demand,  this  being  the  average  size  dwelling,  while  a  supply  of  A1 
houses  to  accommodate  aged  persons  often  succeeds  in  relieving 
houses  which  are  too  big  for  aged  couples  but  ideal  for  easing  the 
situation  need  for  family  houses. 

It  is  anticipated  that  1939  will  see  a  further  improvement 
in  the  reduction  of  overcrowding.

Unfit  Property. — Progress  towards  the  total  elimination  of 
such  property  has  been  steady  but  delay  has  occurred  for  a  variety 
of  reasons,  among  the  chief  has  been  the  reduction  in  subsidy 
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which,  with  increased  building  costs,  has  resulted  in  house  rents 
being  increased  much  above  the  average  prevailing  for  the  district 
with  the  result  that  there  is  a  reluctance  on  the  part  of  tenants 
to  move  to  new  Council  houses,  the  feeling  being  that  a  poor  house, 
the  upkeep  of  which  allows  a  margin  of  the  limited  income  to  be 
available  for  family  needs,  is  preferable  to  a  good  type  house  for 
which,  when  the  rent  is  paid,  leaves  insufficient  for  personal  needs. 
This  combination  of  circumstances  is  not  an  asset  to  the  collecting 
department  when  the  question  of  rent  versus  family  need  arises. 

Housing  Inspection. 

The  major  portion  of  time  was  devoted  to  unfit  property  in 
preparation  of  details  for  proposed  schemes  and  in  connection  with 
the  transfer  of  families  to  the  new  estates  from  such  property  or 
from  overcrowded  houses. 

A  certain  amount  of  routine  housing  inspection  is  always  a 
ever-present,  for  investigation  of  minor  details  of  necessary  repair 
or  prospective  to  future  housing  proposals  of  the  Council.  The 
result  of  this  work  is  seen  in  the  appropriate  table  of  housing 
statistics  for  the  year.

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Re-Construction  and  Repair  of  Houses. 

Some  works  of  major  extent  were  effected  during  the  year 
to  certain  property  following  discussion  with  the  respective  owners 
and  the  future  of  their  property.  An  outline  of  the  work,  distinct 
from  cases  of  minor  repairs,  is  as  follows  : — 

East  and  West  Cross  Street ,  Langley  Park. — These  28  single¬ 
entry  type  houses  had  restricted  convenience  and  amenity,  without 
the  front  entry.  This  building  fault  also  provided  an  excuse  for 
ground-work  to  abutt  on  to  the  front  walls  above  floor  levels 
with  consequent  persistent  dampness  in  walls.  The  owners  were 
prevailed  upon  to  undertake  and  complete  a  scheme  whereby  front 
entrances  were  provided  to  each  house  and  all  earthwork  removed 
and  proper  footpaths  with  the  necessary  drainage  were  formed 
along  the  frontages. 

1-4,  Woodside  Terrace,  Langley  Park. — The  major  improvement 
to  this  property  consisted  of  converting  an  exposed  4J"  brick 
gable  into  an  11"  cavity  wall  to  eliminate  excessive  dampness  which 
had  been  a  source  of  complaint  for  some  time.

24,  South  View ,  Langley  Park. — Improvement  to  this  house 
included  provision  of  a  bathroom  and  indoor  W.C.,  a  decided 
improvement  to  a  good  terrace  home. 

Whitefield  House ,  Esh. — This  large  detached  house  had  previously 
been  let  as  three  tenements  with  the  usual  unsavoury  features. 
By  alteration  it  was  converted  into  two  self-contained  houses  and 
general  repairs  effected  at  the  same  time. 

25,  Front  Street,  Quebec. — Enforcement  of  repairs  to  roofs, 
spouts,  doors  and  ceilings  was  necessitated  here  by  Formal  Notice 
to  overcome  some  long-standing  defects,

— Unsatisfactory  features  of  this  house 
relating  to  spouting,  broken  ceilings,  perished  walls,  plaster  and 
drainage  which  were  successfully  removed  by  complete  overhaul. 

Moor  House ,  Quebec. — This  large  detached  house  was  altered 
into  three  self-contained  houses  of  differing  sizes,  each  provided 
with  the  amenities  of  a  modern  dwelling,  the  alteration  obviating 
a  house  too  large  for  letting  purposes  but  providing  three  houses  of 
a  type  more  in  keeping  with  modern  demands. 

39,  Commercial  Street,  Cornsay  Colliery. — Unsound  roofs, 
windows,  doors  and  floors  were  made  good,  together  with  alterations 
in  the  rear  offshoot  to  provide  for  a  bathroom  and  W.C.  with 
drainage  amended  accordingly. 

24,  Commercial  Street,  Cornsay  Colliery. — This  property  pre¬ 
viously  used  as  business  premises,  was  altered  to  provide  a  house 
distinct  from  the  business  portion.  Overhaul  included  new  entrances, 
wall  and  ceiling  repairs,  while  a  new  offshoot  provided  foodstore, 
scullery  and  wash-house. 

Leybourne' s  Houses ,  Lanchester. — These  two  old  rambling  type 
houses  with  many  of  the  faults  of  such  property  and  a  minimum 
of  convenience,  were  reconstructed  generally  by  partial  demolition 
and  reconstruction  to  form  two  houses  with  modern  facilities. 

Lanchester  Cottage,  Lanchester. — This  house  was  a  border-line 
case  in  unfitness  but  the  owner  decided  to  reconstruct  the  house. 
To  this  end  the  house  was  re-roofed,  walls  replastered,  floors  and 
fireplaces  renewed,  while  new  buildings  on  the  rear  provided  for 
the  usual  domestic  amenities,  including  bathroom. 

Summerhill ,  Lanchester. — A  fairly  extensive  overhaul  of  this 
property  was  completed  and  included  roof  repairs,  doors  and 
windows  made  good,  removal  of  high  ground  abutting  a  gable  to 
cure  damp  walls,  new  floors  laid  and  rear  approach  cement  con¬ 
creted.  Drainage  was  altered  accordingly. 
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Station  House ,  Lanchester. — Some  unsatisfactory  conditions 
relevant  to  this  house  were  removed  by  alterations  which  provided 
for  a  new  scullery  and  wash-house,  sanitary  accommodation,  and 
foodstore,  amenities  which  were  lacking. 

1,  2,  3,  Wilks  Hill ,  Lanchester. — Repairs  here  constituted  roof 
and  spouting  overhaul,  new  doors  and  windows,  walls  repointed, 
new  floors  and  ceiling  repairs,  while  the  out-buildings  and  domestic 
drainage  system  were  amended. 

Ragpathside  Farm.— Disreputable  features  of  this  house  were 
eradicated  when  a  scheme  of  repairs  was  effected  to  include  re- 
roofing,  new  spouting,  the  erection  of  a  new  offshoot  to  provide  a 
W.C.,  scullery  and  foodstore,  with  a  water  storage  room  above, 
new  fireplace,  replacement  of  quarls  floors  by  cement  concrete  and 
pointing  and  replastering  of  walls.  A  new  drainage  scheme  to 
include  the  house  and  buildings  was  installed,  all  drained  to  a 
septic  tank  and  filter. 

1-8,  Ash  Tree  Terrace ,  Holrnside. — Comprehensive  overhaul  of 
this  property  was  effected  including  repairs  to  roof,  spouting,  doors, 
windows,  floors,  foodstores,  fireplaces  and  out-offices,  while  the 
fault  of  dampness  due  to  the  low  site,  was  overcome  by  the  installa¬ 
tion  of  new  front  surface  water  drainage. 

Waskerley  Village. — Of  these  40  houses,  33  were  generally 
repaired  in  a  scheme  put  forward  by  the  owners,  repairs  were 
included  for  roofs,  spouts,  windows,  doors,  floors,  fireplaces  and 
foodstores.  A  scheme  for  new  concrete  rear  approaches  and 
sanitary  accommodation  is  to  be  undertaken. 

Sunnyview  Cottage,  Salley. — Repairs  and  certain  re-construc¬ 
tions  effected  to  this  cottage  included  new  doors,  floors,  new  offshoot 
for  scullery,  foodstore,  bathroom  and  W.C.  Drainage  to  sewer 
and  yard  paving  was  included. 


NEW  HOUSES  ERECTED  DURING  1938. 
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FACTORIES. 


Factory  Act,  1938. 

This  Act  came  into  force  on  the  1st  July,  1938,  and  supersedes 
previous  legislation,  together  with  many  new  provisions.  While 
following  the  lines  of  the  Act  of  1901  and  embodying  many  provisions 
based  on  modern  practice,  the  new  Act  represents  the  consolidation 
of  past  experience  and  pi’oposals. 

Administration  of  the  Act  is  resolved  upon  the  Home  Office 
Factory  Inspectorate  and  the  Local  Authority  on  the  usual  collab¬ 
orative  basis. 

One  noticeable  change  which  has  occurred  is  that  the  terms 
“  Workshop  ”  and  “  Workplace  ”  have  disappeared,  all  premises 
being  now  classed  as  Factories  and  for  differentiation  such  are 
referred  to  as  “  with  mechanical  powers  ”  or  c<  without  mechanical 
power.”  These  latter  cover  those  premises  we  formerly  regarded 
as  Workshops. 

As  a  Local  Authority  our  duties  relate  to  : — 

(1)  Sanitary  Accommodation  of  all  Factories. 

(2)  Cleanliness,  overcrowding,  temperature,  ventilation  and 

drainage  of  floors  of  all  Factories  where  power  is  not  used. 

(3)  Means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire  where  inflammable  goods 

are  stored. 

Underground  Bakehouses  are  prohibited  if  not  in  use  twelve 
months  prior  to  the  passing  of  the  Act,  and  of  those  which  exist, 
a  certificate  of  fitness  must  be  issued  by  the  Local  Authority  every 
5th  year  permitting  continuation  of  the  use  of  such  premises.

Milk  Production . — Some  progress  was  made  in  eliminating, 
altering,  or  substituting  unsatisfactory  premises  at  various  farms 
to  bring  them  up  to  a  more  modern  standard  to  enable  them  to 
rank  for  Accredited  milk  production  while  4  producers  with 
Accredited  licences  have  now  obtained  Certified  licences.  Of  the 
work  accomplished  8  further  farms  were  granted  Accredited  licences 
following  the  provision  of  suitable  facilities,  making  a  total  of 
42  accredited  farms  and  4  certified  herds  in  the  area  at  the  end  of 
the  year.  With  the  387  accredited  licences  issued  by  the  County 
at  the  end  of  the  year  it  will  be  appreciated  that  approximately  1 1  % 
of  such  licences  are  issued  in  this  area,  while  of  the  52  Certified  herds 
licenced  in  the  County  4  are  in  this  area  or  approximately  7.7%. 
Of  the  168  registered  farms  in  the  area  27%  hold  licences  for  des¬ 
ignated  milk  production.  Although  the  intrusion  of  other  work  has 
prevented  more  time  being  devoted  to  this  important  work  such 
as  is  desirable,  the  missionary  work  of  previous  years  is  bearing 
fruit  as  the  previous  figures  show.

Milk  Sampling. — Only  8  samples  were  taken  and  submitted 
for  Bacteriological  examination  during  the  year  7  being  test  samples 
for  issue  of  Accredited  licence  and  one  a  sample  of  Pasteurised  milk 
supplied  to  a  school  in  the  area. 

Of  the  test  samples,  5  were  perfectly  clean,  1  had  Bacilli  Coli 
present  in  the  first  dilution,  while  in  the  other  coliform  was  present 
in  the  second  dilution.  The  highest  Bacterial  count  was  29,000 
and  the  lowest  430,  a  very  satisfactory  result  indeed. 

The  pasteurised  sample  was  deplorable,  coliform  being  present 
in  all  dilutions  and  the  Bacterial  content  uncountable.

In  4  cases  the  Licence  for  the  year  was  allowed  to  lapse,  while 
in  one  case  no  slaughtering  is  done. 

Slaughtering  takes  place  on  the  remaining  12  premises  from 
Sunday  to  Thursday  at  different  times,  and  every  effort  is  made 
to  inspect  the  animals  slaughtered,  although  this  is  not  always 
possible  in  the  case  of  sheep  which  in  some  places  are  killed  in 
one’s  and  two’s  over  the  slaughtering  days. 

Generally  speaking  the  class  of  meat  killed  is  of  good  quality, 
and  little  trouble  is  met  with  in  inspection. 
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As  buildings  and  in  their  general  arrangement,  most  of  the 
slaughter-houses  are  old  and  ill-arranged  for  the  work,  and  in  most 
cases  only  re-building  could  be  deemed  satisfactory.  This  view  is 
kept  constantly  in  mind,  and  as  the  opportunity  presents  itself 
these  recommendations  will  be  put  forward.  In  conduct,  however, 
a  good  standard  of  cleanliness  is  maintained,  and  this  somewhat 
mitigates  the  unsatisfactory  structures. 

There  are  6  meat  shops  whose  supplies  are  not  prepared  in  the 
area.  Two  draw  their  supply  from  the  meat  markets  of  neigh¬ 
bouring  towns,  while  the  others  have  their  slaughtering  premises 
in  adjoining  areas. 

The  meat  supply  gave  no  reason  for  any  anxiety  during  the 
year.

Bakehouses. 

There  are  3  retail  bake-houses  in  the  area  all  at  Langley  Park. 
These  are  fairly  satisfactory,  being  the  type  of  two-roomed  arrange¬ 
ment,  the  bake-house  being  at  the  rear  directly  communicating 
with  the  shop  at  the  front. 

They  were  always  found  in  a  cleanly  condition,  and  gave  rise 
to  no  adverse  comment. 

Fish  Fryers. 

These  are  controlled  by  the  Bye-Laws  sanctioned  some  years 
ago,  and  there  are  12  such  establishments  in  the  area  situated  as 
follows  : — Lanch ester,  1  ;  Burnhope,  2  ;  Langley  Park,  4  ;  Quebec, 
1  ;  Cornsay,  2  ;  Castleside,  1  ;  East  Hedleyhope,  1 . 

There  is  everything  to  be  said  for  the  control  of  this  business 
in  that  there  can  then  be  a  satisfactory  standard  demanded  and 
maintained,  while  distribution  of  the  premises  to  some  extent 
governs  the  amount  of  business  available  to  make  it  worth  while 
for  the  occupier  to  equip  and  conduct  his  business  on  the  most 
hygienic  lines. 

Such  control  might  well  be  extended  to  embrace  most  businesses 
which  involve  food  supplies. 

(c)  Adulteration. 

No  action  taken  except  by  the  County  Council  who  are  the 
Authority  under  the  various  Acts  and  Orders. 
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
